MEATBALL: Here's an 
innocentlooking press release that 


wandered into our mailbox. 
“WASHINGTON, D.C. — Four million 
motorcycle riders will soon join the 
nation's automobile drivers with their 
own set of federal safety standards. 
“Although auto safety currently 






holds the news spotlight, the 
government is also hard at work 
investigating a variety of ways to 
improve the operation, crash protection 
and handling of the two-wheelers. 
“Under a contract awarded by the 


National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration, a leading independent 
laboratory has altered several 
motorcycles for federal evaluation. The 
alterations, performed for the 
government by General Testing 
Laboratories, changed conventional 


machines to conform to experimental 
control, vision and lighting systems. 

“Examples of equipment under 
development at the General Testing 
Laboratories in Washington include a 
combination turn signal and running 
light system, three different types of 
rearview mirrors, and higher-intensity 
headlight systems. General Testing 
Laboratories is also conducting human 
engineering studies to determine the 
safest location for all operating controls. 

“Results of these tests will be part of 
the basis for a new set of motorcycle 
standards which the government has 
scheduled for early 1973. The impact of 
these standards on the world’s 25 
motorcycle manufacturers is likely to 
parallel the impact that the first round 
of safety standards had on the auto 
industry five years ago."

WHERE TO RIDE 


Our office is continually receiving 
inquiries asking, "Where can I ride my 
trail-bike without being hassled?" Being 
a lazy sort of a cuss, I decided to write 
this article. Then, in the future, when 
people ask the question, I can merely 
reproduce a copy of this column and 
mail it to them. Neat, huh? Besides, it 
gets our publisher, Chuck Clayton, off 
my back for another week. 

There are many millions of acres of 
public land in California. Two agencies 
of the federal government, the Bureau 
of Land Management and the U.S. 
Forest Service, have jurisdiction over 44 
million acres of public land in this state. 
There are also millions of acres of public 
land under the jurisdiction of other 
federal agencies, such as the National 
Park Service, Department of Defense, 
Bureau of Indian Affairs, etc.

Last week in this column we told 
you about an easy fun enduro that was 
to be run to help Larry McClellan and 
his family. If you missed last week’s 
paper, Larry McClellan, was very badly 
hurt racing his sidehack so the 
Stumpjumpers are putting on an enduro 
to help raise enough money to get him 
the medical care he needs. First prize in 
the enduro is a DT-2 Yamaha. This 
week we promised we'd tell you a bit 
more about it and give you some hints 
on how to win. 

Here's how it's going to work: The 
Stumpjumpers laid out a course and 
asked me to ride it. They timed me 
going from check to check. My times 
are going to be the times for the “B” 
riders. If a “B” rider takes longer than I 
did, he'll lose one point per minute. If 
he goes too fast, he'll lose 2 points for 
each minute early. You won't know 
what the average is in any particular 
section, but at each check you'll be told 
the key time for your class so you'll 
know whether you're running early or 
late. 

“A” riders and “C” riders will do the 
same except that the speed average will 
be jacked up 25% for “A” riders. and 
reduced 25% for “C” riders. That way 
everyone should be riding within the 
limits of his ability. It might occur to 
some to award themselves the benefit of 
the doubt and ride a class or two lower 
than they really deserve. We don’t really 
care because you'll just spoil your ride 
without increasing your chances of 
winning appreciably. This enduro is just 
not scientific enough to lend itself 
readily to cheating. 


The run is going to be scored right on , 


the spot. Each rider will carry a card 
with him with columns on it for each of 
the checks. Each checker will mark the 
contestant's arrival time right on the 
card. When the rider finishes, he'll go 
over to the headquarter's truck and 
there he will find charts, four of them, 
corresponding to Classes “A”, “B”, “C” 
and Super Expert. On the charts will be

public lands in the form of State 
Forests, State Parks, State Beaches, and 
State Recreational Sites. Likewise, city 
and county governments also control 
many acres of public lands, as do 
reclamation districts, and other lower 
forms of government. 

There. exists a basic premise (or 
constitutional right, if you will) that 
members of the public are entitled to 
have access to public lands. However, 
laws have been enacted which declare 
that in the best interest of the total 
public, some uses of public land will not 
be acceptable or must be regulated. For 
example, no one expects to be allowed 
to come and go at his own will on a 
military instatllation. Nor would we 
tolerate a private party constructing a 
commercial airport within a National 
Park. 

Recognizing that some regulation of 
use is necessary, the land-use agencies 
(at all levels of government) have 
adopted. rules. which, in.their opinion,

the key times for his class for each 
check. The rider will write down the 
key times on his card, add his starting 
number to the key time for the check, 
and compare that time with the time he 
actually arrived. It sounds complicated 
but it's actually quite easy. When he 
gets finished, he'll have the number of 
points that he lost at each check. He can 
then add them up and he'll have his 
score. One check will be scored in 
seconds and that will be the tie breaker. 

One checker at each check will keep 
a running list of riders as they arrive and 
the winners of the motorcycle and the 
merchandise will have their scores 
checked against the list. All the rest will 
get the score they compete along with 
all errors, intentional and otherwise. 
This is basically the U-check system as 
used in Northern enduros and it works 
quite well. You'll get a detailed 
instruction sheet at the start, if this isn’t 
clear, and club members will be around 
to help. Turn your cards in just as soon 
after you finish as possible, and we’ll 
know who won the Yamaha DT-2 
before dark. 

Now here some hints that might help 
you to win. If you're a "B" rider you're 
going to have to guess my speed as you 
go along and match it. This is straight. 
Two Stumpjumpers led me around the 
course and when we got to spots where 
checks were going to be, they noted the 
time and those are the times that will be 
used. We didn't count time that was 
irrelevant. Once one of the 
Stumpjumpers got lost and we had to 
wait for him and three times I loaded up 
one of the bikes. These times weren't 
counted. 

You should know that I’m 36, 
married and have a family, all of which 
tends to increase your caution 
somewhat. On the other hand I'm 
egotistical enough not to want to post 
very slow times. Both the CERA and 
District 37 class me as a “B” rider, but 
Im close to promotion in both 
organizations. I've been riding bikes for

Have you ever really counted the 
number of races, sanctioned and 
unsanctioned, that run every weekend 
and felt like you were getting swallowed 
up into where to go?

‘em? Competition riding is almost 
strangling itself, so please AMA, keep 
your riders in check so you keep the 
cream...and yes, I really wrote that and 
not under duress either.

will do the most good for the largest 
segment of the public. 

—The U.S. Forest Service, for 
example, has established Vehicular 
Control Areas in some of the National 
Forests wherein cross-country travel will 
result in  soil-erosion and _ other 
ecological damage. The major portions 
of the National Forests remain open to 


off-road vehicular use, but, unless you’ 


know the areas which are truly open, 
contact the USFS District Ranger or 
Forest Headquarters. They will supply 
you with maps denoting ‘closed areas’, 
if there are any. 

—The Bureau of Land Management 
has only closed one area under its 
jurisdiction, at this time, although 
Vehicular Control Areas are being 
considered for several locations wherein 
vehicular traffic will create ecological 
damage. The one area of BLM land 
which is totally closed is the Panoche 
Hills and Mercey Hot Springs area west 
of Los Banos. 

—The off-road use of vehicles is 
prohibited in both State and National 
Parks, as well as State Primitive Areas 
and National Wilderness Areas. Off-road 
vehicles are permitted to operate only in 
the sand washes of Anzo Berrega State 
Park. 

—Off-oad vehicles are permitted to 
operate in State Recreational Areas, 
such as the Pismo Beach Dunes, when 
such use is properly designated. 

—Off-road vehicles are permitted to’ 
operate in both city and county sites 
that have been designated for such use. 

—Although some cities and counties 
have provided off-road vehicle facilities, 
others have enacted ordinances 
prohibiting such use on both public and 
private lands. 

So, you can see that it is extremely 
difficult, if not impossible to tell 
someone where to ride. The situation 


changes from day-to-day with each 
agency. 

The best we can do is to offer these 
guidelines: 


—If you are new to dirt riding, check 
the Club Guide periodically published in 
Cycle News and select several clubs 
from your area. Contact these clubs and 
take a ride or two with them. You will 
not only find a club to your liking, but 
through its members you will learn of 
areas in which you may legally ride. 

—If you are an old hand at dirt-riding 
and are just looking for new and 
different riding areas, perhaps for a 
vacation, you can save a lot of time, 
trouble, and possibly expense, by 
contacting the District Office of the 
U.S. Forest Service or the Bureau of 
Land Management in advance. If the 
area you have in mind is not under their 
jurisdiction, contact the County 
Sheriff’s Office or the City Police 
Station and ask if there is any 
prohibition against your use of the 
public lands in the area. 

ONE LAST REMINDER 

By California state law, you are 
guilty of trespass and subject. to 
imprisonment and/or fine if you enter 
land which is fenced, posted, under 
cultivation, or known to be private land, 
without the express consent of the 
owner or his agent. 

Some cities and counties require 
written permission of the owner. Better 
check it out first!

Spillway Scoring 
Benefits Consistent

SANTA MARIA, CAL., March 5, 1972 
— The days of the sporadic hotshoe 
winning one or two races and taking 
home all the trophy gold are over. A 
new scoring system adopted today at 
Spillway Park, now gives the steady, 
consistent rider the honors he deserves. 

The new system, which has been used 
for some time at Indian Dunes, passes 
out one point per place per moto, the 
one with the least number of points 
wins. It doesn’t harm the strong, fast 
racers, but it prevents lucky flukes from 
happening. 

Under the old sytem, large numbers 
of points were handed out for first place 
and less down the line. It was quite 
possible for a rider to win two races and 
then barely finished the third one and 
take home the top honors. And it 
happened more than once. 

Most of the riders welcomed the 
change. It made the most changes in the 
Junior classes. The top riders in the 
Senior classes are pretty well established 
and always fast. So there was little 
change there. 
` Today was just super hot. The near 
ninety-degree temperature hampered 
both the bikes and the riders. Not only 
did the machines sputter a lot, but 
many of the usual racers decided that 
the beach was a cooler place to be. 

Temperatures are not expected to 
hamper the participation this week. It 
will be the first race sponsored by the 
Santa Maria Motocrossers, an offshoot 
of the Lompoc Slo Pokes. They recently 
received their charter along with a few 
sanctions for the park.

9 to hold their big, double-points, 
AMXT benefit.

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Doin' the Proclamation Polka

Here is the picture: A bunch of 
Interior Department bureaucrats, left 
over from the Roosevelt era. Their 30 
years civil service is about up and so far 
they've managed to keep the “public 
lands” pretty much away from the 
public. But now there is this new disease 
invented by the Japanese — off-road 
motorcycles, threatening to make tracks 
where the deer and antelope play. 
Hikers and horses are bad enough, but 
motorcycles! “Hey, the Prez is leaving 
for China, here, tell him to sign this. 
Heh, heh!” 

So the proclamation goes out, saying, 
in effect, “hurry up and decide where 
off-road vehicles may and may not go, 
but remember, it’s your fanny if 
anybody objects, and the Council on 
Environmental Quality is watching...you 
have six months. Go!" 

The hikers and horsemen are happy 
at the motorcyclists’ discomfiture, little 
realizing that they’re next. 

AMA and MIC flutter over the bomb 
that’s been dropped in their nest and 
decide that it might be an egg, so they 
paper it with endorsements and hope 
that when it goes off, their feathers 
won't get too ruffled. 

The motorcycle riding public is 
divided, as usual. M.O.R.E., Cycle News 
and the Four Owners Association say 
it’s a bomb and set out to de-fuse it. 
Some think it may be a good thing, get 
rid of all those thoughtless minibike 
riders who make noise and clutter up 
the trails. Others figure, * ‘what the hey? 
They can’t catch me. 

The destructive core of the 
President’s decree is it’s too-short 
deadlines and such trick words as — 
“Safety of all users, minimize conflicts 
between...existing or proposed...uses 
not adversely affect...natural, aesthetic 
or scenic values... not affect existing or 
proposed uses... regulations... 
enforcement." 

Having represented motorcycling 
before many various government 
agencies and committees these past five 
years, I have come to ‘appreciate the 


dilemma which this places the land 
managers in. Powerful pressure groups 
are demanding total exclusion of 
off-road vehicles from public lands. Our 
side is mildly begging for a fair share of 
this nation’s fast heritage. ‘Noises! 
pollution! destruction! responsibility?" 
murmer the recreationists. What's a civil 
servant to do? 

One thing he can do is close all the 
land in his charge to vehicle recreation, 
then go to the MIC/AMA and say, “Now 
what? How can I insure the safety of all 
users, minimize conflicts and not affect 
natural, scenic or aesthetic values, and 
still let you guys in here?" 

"We don't know," AMA/MIC can 
admit, but we are working on it." 

Six months pass. Some of the land 
managers ask for more time. A few 
others reluctantly open some rockpiles 
and graded roads to vehicle use. They're 
jammed.  Birdwatchers complain of 
pollution. It's like the outbound 
freeway at 5 p.m. 

Bike riders see a way around the 
congestion and head for the trails. 
“Oops, sorry ma'am. Spirited horse you 
got there..." complaints, appeals. “Well, 
we’ve got these surplus helicopters that 
the Cong didn’t get. You can patrol a 
lot of territory with a chopper. Better 
leave the machine gun mounts, just in 
case...” 

Honda announces a new camouflage 
model, available in Desert Sand, Forest 
Green or Mud-Nite Black. 

The President appears on national 
TV in prime time to announce a 
stepped-up offensive against ORV’s 
(off-road violators). It is election eve. 
Vice-President Agnew tells the National 
Convention of Saddle-Slappers, 
Posey-Sniffers and the Bunion Club that 
the administration has accomplished 
two major goals, “We've legalized dope 
and outlawed the Motorcycle Menace.” 
There is thunderous applause. 

Meanwhile, back in the Dept. of 
Interior, a bunch of civil servants left 
over from the Roosevelt era count down 
the days to their retirement. “Now, 
Silas, about those posey-sniffers.....””

Now, from those good folks who 
brought you such favorites as: the 
DMR, then recently, the Yankee 500 
Twin enduro and the Stiletto TT 
Special, so what have they for you 
lately? The long awaited MAR (Mick 
Andrews Replica), that’s what. And it 
seems those same good folks in Spain, 
and Schenectady are very determined to 
sit their racing specials in the winning 
circle of every type of event in the 
country. 

Just as many of the Yankee’s racing 
goodies come by the way of Dave’s 
Cycle here in the Mid-West for short 
periods of time, like always, no 
information came with the medicine, 
and what I know about trials bikes can 
be stuffed into a folding matchbox. So 
Dick Hult and Joe Stokes, Dave’s 
experts on such matters, pointed out 
that your basic Plonker has a flywheel 
on each side, the MAR has one large 
brass flywheel on the right. The down 
tubes attach first to the engine front 
mount then to the skid pan, which is 
thick laminated mat fiberglass, (strong 
as steel, but lightweight). The rear hub 
looks much lighter and the exhaust runs 
up and under the gas tank, the seat and 
out the left backside without a muffler. 

The MAR is so narrow, looking at it 
head-on is like watching a guy on a pogo 
stick. The brake pedal is tucked into a 
little cubby hole aside the casing with 
but a tiny edge reached by foot. 

One thing about the MAR that 
nearly blew my mind was the headlight. 
It was mounted on the steering head by 
two wide rubber straps! Now, I know 
there must be a reason, but you can’t 
get more flexible than that. 

The machine looks dirty-word strong 
and reflects the thinking of the World 
Trials Champion, Mr. Andrews, on the 
subject of what a trials bike should be... 
Use it as a toy if you must, but it was 
built with one purpose in mind; 
specifically for winners who need only 
to worry about the obstacles, and not 
about the machine. Now as for you 
sharp-eyed troublemakers who say “But 
that doesn’t look like the machine Mick 
Andrews rode in “71”, look at it this 
way — it’s closer to his machine than it 
is to your basic Ploner. 
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The new Ossa MAR. It looks nice. Hopefully it's not so loud as the one Mick rode in the n round of the British Championship. He was dropped 
two places for exceeding the 95 db limit. 
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THE AMERICANS

The American Trials team came to Europe for an 
education and got a healthy dose at Sancerre, France, 
and a healthier one at Tarrasa, Spain. These two 
events count for points to determine the champion of 
Europe. 

Top finishing American in France, Mark Eggar of 
San Diego, limped in on a flat to claim 28th position. 
This writer, as the only other American finishing 
within the time limit allowed, could do no better 
than 42nd. 

A flat tire stopped Glenn Neigenfind of Denver, at 


‘the half-way point. Richard Bledsoe, Southern 


California’s number one rider, did some great work 
on observation but was running late to the point that 
a thrown rear chain on the last section caused his 
disqualification on time. Martin Belair, Jeff Koskie, 
and George Smith, the teenage entries from the Los 
Angeles area, were also felled by the timekeeper's 
axe. 

European Trials have developed into a tough, 
demanding type of competition. The established 
method of arriving at the time schedule works, but 
puts demands on the riders that we Americans are not 
accustomed to coping with. Gone are the days when 
Trials could be considered competitive trail riding. 

Now, in England andEurope, the rider must attack 
obstacles that challenge the imagination. He must 
make cross country runs at high speeds on 
spindly-looking motorcycles with two-ply tires at low 
pressure, yet avoid tire and bike failure. He must 
make fast, accurate analysis of the non-stop zones or 
lose precious marks. After six hours of fast riding, 
running through the sections to study them before 
riding and the pure pressure of competition, the rider 
must still be sharp so that his final rides will be 
accurate, skillful attempts. 

At Sancerre, France, with the ground wet from a 
previous night's rain, about 100 International class 
riders followed by about 100 National riders left the 
start at one minute intervals. Malcolm Rathmell of 
Great Britain brought pride to the Bultaco works 
with an astonishing 36 marks lost. Mick Andrews, 
obviously fighting a shifting problem with his Ossa, 
again proved his greatness with a 56 point second

upset about 





place. Montesa's Gordon Farley scored 60 points for 
third. 

The mind-bending challenges at Sancerre included 
six vertical to  near-vertical ascents of from 
one-and-a-half to five feet; round, baseball size rocks 
that were even hazardous to walk on; a couple of 
slippery root sections; a mud wallow that was a nifty 
mess along with all the usual tricky rocky stuff as you 
might imagine. The rock quarry that had three rock 
faces to climb and a ravine with a near vertical face of 
rock strata exposed were the scene of many 
disastrous attempts. 

The Americans filtered into Barcelona by train 
from Paris and air from New York. There they made 
the Hotel Barcelona their headquarters. Bledsoe, 
along with Koskie and Smith, were lined up with 
their new Bultacos. Eggar was loaned an Ossa and 
Belair, Neigenfind and I picked up our new Montesas. 
The three factories are near to downtown Barcelona 
which made it quite convenient. 

Fred Belair, who has been a tireless worker on the 
Spain trip from its inception, was along as 
coordinator, leader, interpreter and arranger. His 
terrific efforts kept the trip fairly smag-free. Montesa 
put a car at our disposal for the entire time and

Bultaco provided a car and driver on many occasions. 
The three factories provided transportation for the 
bikes to France, a trip of 700 miles one-way. The 
Bultaco riders went with the factory team. The 
Montesa factory team riders took turns chauffering 
the others. 

Belair, holding an international driver's license for 
cab and formula cars, instantly turned native and 
uncannily piloted our Seat (a Spanish car) into and 
out of situations of certain disaster. Fred even 
tightened his puckering string when the Montesa boys 
took over and tried to see how many road situations 
could be handled at 100 KPH or better. Wow! 

We made the sign-in at Sancerre, France in good 
order. The place was lousy with cops. It seems that 
the French police are the main promoters of the 
event and the sign-in was at the police headquarters. 
You have probably heard about the super-skilled 
BMW-riding French highway patrol. They were the 
ones, and their helpfulness and courtesy was just out 
of sight! 

Saturday evening we were fed a free 
home-cooked-type meal at the police headquarters. 
The townspeople that were assisting in the 
organization were there as well and attempting to 
communicate was a hilarious experience. Then after 
we were all briefed that the door marked “W.C.” was 
where the head was, we hit the sack in a quaint local 
hotel. 

The next morning the 200 competitors readied 
themselves on one of the city streets. The noise. was 
severe. The riders over there do not attempt to silence 
their bikes the extra amount as is now common in the 
U.S., nor do the organizers and manufacturers seem 
to be worrying much about it. Although at Montesa 
and Bultaco we found them dyno-testing some 
American spark arresters and silencers and some 
unusually quiet bikes were running around the 
Montesa factory. England has seen some recent events 
where failing a noise test bring extra points. 

When the time came I was out on the course and 
found those French police at all the many road 
crossings. There were riders grouped at most sections, 
or "non-stop zones" as they are called in Europe. But 
in no case was there any extreme bottle necks. Next 
week in Spain we were to learn the true meaning of

the word. 

The course led us over hills with pictureque views 
over the rolling countryside to the limits the smog 
would allow. Down past the vineyards and through 
the ancient villages. People watched us along the way 
and warmly responded to our smiles. The sections 
that seemed to be in the middle of nowhere had no 
shortage of spectators that were ready to cheer the 
good rides and help when you fiascoed. 

After the finish the results were soon completed 
and the awards were given with much speechmaking, 
most of which we could not understand. Special 
mention was made of the American team since the 
French were quite amazed that riders from America 
would show up. Then the proud people of Sancerre 
uncorked the wine and poured generously and passed 
out two free bottles to each contestant. 

Then we pror- „~d to the “Cave” for the balance 
of the festiviues. This is a giant hole in a hill where 
the wine is stored. There, more wine flowed and a 
blare of medieval trumpets heralded a parade of chefs 
and waitresses carrying three roast pigs. The food was 
served and a live band played. The huge crowd 
included the land owners whose land had been used 
for the Trial. The promoters had established the feast 
as a tribute to these generous people. It was an event 
we wereinno way expecting, as no parallel can be 
found in America. It was impressive. 

Six, Monday morning, saw us on the road to 
Barcelona. The week at Barcelona was eventful with 
visits to the factories and practice sessions with the 
European star riders. Montesa and Bultaco were 
generous in providing luxurious lunches and dinners 
for us. Numerous factory people from many 
departments were friendly and helpful beyond 
expectation. 

Pedro Pi hosted a fine dinner in his home, 
prepared by his charming wife. He did much 
philosophizing about English Trials that was 
fascinating to us. I hope to report this in a later 
article. Senor Bulto entertained and captivated us at a 
dinner in our honor. There we were excited to find 
Lane Leavitt from Northern California joining our 
ranks, by special invitation of Bultaco. All of the 
factory people were warmly hospitable to all of us 
with no regard to the brand we rode. We were very 
aware of the fierceness of the competition between 
these factories but apparently underlying this is the 
love of the sport that creates a common bond. Senor

Permanyer, the President of Montesa, hosted an 
elaborate luncheon on the waterfront. From the 
restaurant we could view the building in which 
Columbus’ ships were built that discovered America. 
That is something to ponder. 

Of interest to us, the factory riders rode 
surprisingly stock motorcycles. The changes were 
confined to some alloy goodies such as handlebars, 
which are available to anyone. Surprisingly, some of 
the bikes looked quite run down although I am sure it 
was only superficial. Actually, after seeing what these 
machines are expected to do, it is amazing they 
survive at all. 

The 6th Trial of Sant Llorence Del Munt or as we 
more easily identify it, the Spanish round of the 
European championship, carries an established 
reputation as a tough event. It was presented to us as 
a tough event, particularly if there is rain, but time 
would not be a problem as eight hours was allowed 
before disqualification. 

The town of Tarrasa, the site of the event, is about 
45 minutes travel inland from Barcelona. The 
countryside is rugged low mountains with heavy 
foliage. The course looped through the countryside 
varying in elevation about 1000 feet. The weather did 
not help as it rained Saturday and again during the 
event. At the higher elevations it turned to soft hail. 
The ground was well lubricated and the rocks became 
muddy. As the course threaded its way along we rode 
on scenic rocky trails that would gladden the heart of 
any Colorado trail rider. Unfortunately we were going 
too fast to properly enjoy them. 

The Trial was in no way a rerun of the French 
event. The French round was considered to be easy 
and after the Spanish event, “easy” and “hard” have 
new definitions. Not only was the event tough 
beyond belief but a new dimension appeared; the 
ugly dog-eat-dog professionalism. 

That Ossa man, Mick Andrews did it to the boys 
again. Mick finished with a mere 80 point loss. That 
average less than a two point loss per section for the 
48 sections. That sounds unimpressive until you 
consider his nearest rival was 26 away. The first eight 
places went to Englishmen except for third. Ignacio 
Bulto, son of the owner of the Bultaco factory, 
brought pride to Spain. Leading him by two points 
on another Bultaco was second placer Martin 
Lampkin. Fourth on a Montesa was Rob Edwards.

Malcolm Rathmell, the hero of the previous week was 
down to fifth. Montesa’s Bob Shepherd was sixth; 
Allan Lampkin Bultacoed to seventh; David Thorpe 
Ossaed to eighth. Alf Karlsson, a Swedish Montesa 
rider, was ninth. 

Remarkably, second to ninth places were 
separated by only 13 points, much less than Andrews’ 
lead over second. Andrews dropped but 25 points on 
the second lap, which was 19 points better than 
David Thorpe's 44 point ride, the next best on the 
second lap. Andrews is truly a superman. Only one 
rider finished within the seven hours allowed. 
Andrews was but onc minute late. The riders were 
given a one hour grace period in which they lost one 
tenth of a point per minute for being late. The 
Bradford team of Lampkin, Rathmell and Lampkin 
took the team award. 

The American riders were headed by Lane Leavitt 
in 24th place. Richard Bledsoe finished 33rd, Mark 
Eggar 36th, Martin Belair 57th, George Smith 65th 
and I was a DNF. 

After playing submarine, too much time was lost 
on the first lap. Leavitt was in serious trouble right 
off, fiascoing in nine of the first 12 sections. If you 
have watched Lane ride then you might slightly 
comprehend how severe the sections were for this 
fine rider to look so bad. But Lane pulled through 
like a trouper to finish with the most impressive ride 
of all the Americans with six cleans, four ones, 20 
threes and 18 fives. Bledsoe had but two cleans but 
held his fiascos down while Eggar showed great 
promise with seven cleans but 25 fives also showed 
less consistency. 

This was the first ever Trials where the results were 
handled by computer, and a complete printing of 
results showing what each rider had scored in each 
section and a complete tabulation, section by section 
was handed out before seven o'clock. The route 
marking was the best I have ever seen. The general 
organization was at a level so advanced that assuredly 
this will become the yardstick: event. The sections 
were set with impressive imagination and despite their 
toughness they were colorful. Have you ever climbed 
a waterfall? 

But, all too often the human element rears its 
disorganized head, and this was no exception. The 
sections were set with the idea of it being a tougi 
Trial if it were dry, but it was not dry and it was 
evident that no attempt was made for any alterations 
in case of rain. Four of the sections had an average 
point loss of over four and a half points per ride. 
When you consider there were only 107 entries and 
that included all of the world's best riders, you can 
see what I mean. When you consider the vast number 
of fiascos, then you can imagine how long it took to 
run riders through the sections. But the organizers 
chose to dump riders onto the course at the rate of 
two per minute with the promise that if you didn't 
make it in eight hours you would be disqualified. One 
ravine with two sections end to end that had to be 
cleared of a rider before another could go, was so 
unforgiving that I had to be helped four times before 
I was out of it. 

All of this evidently brought on a twinge of 
conscience on the part of the promoters and a 
decision that flabbergasted me. Without a word to 
anyone they credited riders who finished out of the 
time limit with a finish and falsified the time to make 
it appear that they had made it on time. I am sure 
that this had no effect in the results of the top 


twenty, which was what was read to the members of 
the international jury, and met with no opposition or 
question. 

Incidentally, Fred Belair was honored by-being 
appointed to the international jury as the USA 
representative. Nine countries were represented. I 
have learned the hard way that rules that effect how a 
competitor judges to ride an event must not be 
changed after the event. No statement can be made as 
to which riders were effected by this change since it 
would be incomplete and therefore unfair. Possibly 
the popular opinion is that if the important riders are 
not effected then it is not important. 

This brings us to an explanation of the ugliness I 
saw at Tarrasa that I just was not mentally prepared 
for. The law of the jungle prevailed and was accepted 
by all it appeared. Since a section could handle riders 
only so fast, the only way a rider could be assured of 
not losing out on time was to choose between not 
walking the sections or bugging into line. The latter 
was the accepted method. The most successful 
method I observed was to simply ride to, or near, the 
front of the line from the side. If this meant to 
physically haul your bike over rocks, through bushes, 
over other motorcycles, that is the way. One 
Englishman who was slightly behind me looked 
friendly and I queried him if things were more 
gentlemanly in England. He smiled and said that to be 
sure they were but that it was a blood tough Trial and 
if there were no time limit we could be there all day. 
With that he put his bike in gear and shot a ways up 
the dirt bank I was parked against and slithered down 
on top of another competitor several places ahead of 
me, thus picking up about ten places and that many 
minutes while I found myself yet another minute

back. Some of it is luck as well. When you are in a 
group of 20 or so, all jammed tightly together as 
possible, you simply do not all move forward at the 
same rate. 

As a rider who has dreamed of competing in Europe 
or England for the last 20 years, I must say, the 
dream was better than the reality. I am not sorry nor 
disappointed. As a sports rider, I simply was not 
prepared for the total professionalism of the big time. 
I can readily understand why there were only 100 
entries from Europe when Europe is the hot bed of 
Trials. For the future I must advise that we do not 
encourage a team of sportsman competing in the 
world of the professionals. Leave that for the riders 
who have reached the top and are looking for other 
worlds to conquer. The good local riders of Barcelona 
rival our better riders. In Spanish and English local 
events we could gain experience and great enjoyment 
and find valuable competition. 

As a footnote, the Spanish are still remembering 
Southern California’s Bob Nicholsen and spoke often 
of how impressed they were of his riding in Spain last 


year.

10 years but have only been seriously 
dirt riding for two. 

Normally I ride a DKW but the 
weekend of the run my DKW was out of 
commission so I borrowed bikes. I rode 
Loop 1 which was the easier of the two 
on a rather highly modified Yamaha 
175. The bike had had the frame 
lowered and was souped up somewhat. 
On Loop 2 I rode a box-stock Penton 
125. I had never been on either of these 
two particular bikes before, so 
unfamiliarity probably slowed me down 
a bit. On the other hand, both of them 
are faster than my DKW, by maybe 


10%. I rate the bikes as about equal 
overall. The Penton handled better, 
especially on bumpy going, but the 
Yamaha had more power. 


My own style of riding favors rough, 
rocky going where I might be a bit 
faster than you would expect. In 
flat-out hauling across the desert I’m 
probably a bit slower than you might 
expect. If you remember each of these 
points and ride accordingly, you should 








come pretty close to the right speed, if 
you're also lucky as hell. Oh, two other 
small points: on the second section of 
the morning loop a stick caught in the 
brake mechanism, causing the brakes to 
lock every time they were applied. So 
for the rest of that section I didn't use 
the rear brake. But I don't know 
whether this slowed me down or not. 
Maybe you can figure it out. Also, the 
Penton had a bald tire which caused 
some difficulty in the deeper sand, but 
helped in the corners. 


All this is really just malarky, but if 
you win something, think of all the fun 
you can have telling your friends who 
know they’re better riders than you, 
just how you correctly interpreted each 
of the clues. It ought to be worth all the 
points in at least four bench racing 
sessions. 


Don’t miss this enduro. It will be 
good fun and a good deed as well. It’s 
happening on April 2nd, in the desert 
east of Apple Valley. The entry fee is 
only $5 and it gives you a pretty decent

Lighting remained unused since 
the record run finished impressively, 
with minutes to spare before sundown.

By John Bethea jammed into high gear today at 
IRVINE, CAL., March 19, 1972 — As Saddleback Park, so did Brad Lackey in 
the Pacific-AMA Motocross Series both the 250 and 500 Professional 
classes. 

The 19-year-old CZ privateer rode six 
30-minute motos in groups of two and 
garnered four wins and two seconds to 
ace the 250cc class in a sweep and took 
second in the 500 behind an 
ever-charging Jim Wilson. 

Brad never did seem to lose his drive, 
although, in the final 30-minute round, 
fatigue did become apparent as Wilson 
pulled out a dominant lead and Lackey 
began getting hounded by Jim West, one 
of two who competed in the recent 
Winter-AMA Series in Florida to show 
up today. But once Lackey felt the 
pressure, he got his second wind and 
pushed open a fairly safe lead for 
second. 

The whiz-kid from Pinole, Calif., 
started the long afternoon of racing by 
winning his first three races, two coming 
in the 250 class. In those, Tom Rapp 
(Bul) made the stiffest charge after an 
early hassle with Bryar Holcomb (AJS), 
who ended his chances for an overall 
placing when his ignition case came off 
in the first moto.-Rapp again was the 
charger in the next round and at one 
point led Lackey but Brad regained the 
lead with about 20 minutes to go and 
never lost it. 

The big 250 battle came in the initial

CARLSBAD, CAL., March 19, 1972 — 
The swallows came back go San Juan 
Capistrano, and the road racers came 
back to the drag strip with an incredibly 
bumpy return road that is Carlsbad road 
racing course. 

I had brought along my Kawasaki 
500 and after watching an excellent dice 
in the Junior Lightweight I wheeled it 
out to the line. My first race was the 
500 Junior GP which was run with the 
350 and Open classes. I was fishing for 
first gear when the flag fell and got into 
the first corner well back in the pack. 
I’ve crashed hard every time I’ve been 
here, and I had decided to be very 
cautious in the turns, but even so the 
Kawasaki would whip and bounce and 
generally do as little to promote tire 
adhesion and directional control as 


possible. A lot of power out of turns 
does no good when both wheels are four

feet in the air, so my time on the back 
portion of the course was spent in 
trying to fend off better handling, 
better stopping 350's. When the straight 
came around, however, I was in 
business. I could open up a big lead in 
the three-quarter mile downhill run. 

The end of the straight is the starting 
line for the drag strip, and is therefore 
paved with rubber, giving some very 
strange adhesion characteristics. Instead 
of going deep and being neat, I was 
prudent and shut off early. The exit 
from the first turn is the beginning of 
the bumps. The Mach III would develop 
a very light front wheel which would 
then begin to whip as the frame flexed 
over the bumps. About the time it came 
onto power in third was when I had to 
shut off for the horseshoe. Exiting turn 
two the course rises back up the back 
piece of the pits. Turns three and four 
are probably the worst two of any race 
track in southern California. Three is

airborne if your line is wrong or if you 
are going too fast. Don't get me wrong, 
being airborne is alright, but not while 
heeled over at 60. Turn four is a little 
faster and very bumpy. Rough enough 
that if approached wrong it will leave 
you in a terminal speed wobble. 

I toured around like that for 15 laps. 
The gaggle of 350's following me would 
close in the turns, but I could be sure of 
getting my lead back on the long 
straight. The leaders were out of sight. 

Power definitely counts at Carlsbad, 
but it isn't enough by itself as I found in 
the production race. The LeMans start 
found me second away behind Mike 
Devlin on his 350. Dogging me was 
winner of my previous race, John 
Crossman, on his Suzuki. He got by ina 
corner, but when the straight came 
around the Kawasaki's extra horsepower 
made itself felt. We did the same thing 
on the next lap until we came to the 
hairpin. I came up a little short on 
brakes, and Crossman disappeared while 
I was out mowing the lawn. 

Having given up on the 500 class (I 
was now firmly in second and last place) 
I went back to playing with the 350's. 

Things went along pretty 
uneventfully until one lap when I was 
exiting the hairpin and found a terrified 
rider on a 350 Yamaha going 50 miles 
per hour in the opposite direction. After 
some thrills both I and the horde of 
350's following me made it through. 

A little later I was ripping along the 


straight trying to keep my various 
appendages from being detached by the 
wind when Mike Devlin on a stock (?) 
350 Yamaha lapped me. Makes one 
wonder. 

After a bit, the checkers came out, 
and I went back and parked my bike. 
Now came the good part. The Senior 
classes were very small since tuning for 
Daytona is no longer necessary, but 
they offered some excellent racing. 
They also offered Pat Evans a chance to 
fill another shelf of his trophy rack. 

In the 250 class Evans demonstrated 
that you have to finish to win, and you 
have to stay upright to finish. The field 
was narrowed some as two riders came 
off. 
His win in the 350-Open event took a 
bit more work. Bob Endicott put on the 
most spectacular ride of the day as he 
led from the flag. His Honda 750 looked 
like it was negotiating a motocross 
course as it came through turns three 
and four. It would do a little dance 
(first on one foot and then the other) 
and bring exclamations of incredulity 
from  onlooking riders. Evans was 
catching him though, and that long 
straight was making itself felt. Endicott 
had a better powerband and so could 
exit turns faster, but Evans had 
handling, braking, and top end. 
Inevitably, Evans got by and pulled out 
an eleven-second lead for his third win 
of the day.

"The day of the greasy motorcycle 
shop is past. It is time the dealers realize 
that they aren't doing the customer a 
favor by serving him. The customer is 
not the most important part of the 
business; the customer zs the business.” 


These words sum up the sales 
philosophy of Dick Hillman, manager of 
Newport Beach’s Suzuki dealership, 
James, Ltd. 


After years of doing business with 
shops that were so greasy that you felt 
you had to wipe your boots when you 
left, it is refreshing to see the changes 
taking place. 

“We are trying a new approach,” 
Dick says. “We want a rider to be able 
to send his wife or 10-year-old son in 
with a list of parts and know that they 
will be given the same courteous service 
we give the local hot-shoe. And we want 
the store to be clean and attractive so a 
woman can feel comfortable coming in 
here." That attitude is borne out by 
Rich L’Hommedieu, parts manager.

If you get the part somewhere 
else in the meantime, Rich will just put 
the part in stock. 

Rich is also good at guessing what 
your wife is talking about and he seems 


to know what you want even if she 


doesn’t. It is rumored that Rich can 
read minds. 
R.C. Brown, the new bike sales 


manager, is a rare breed. He doesn’t 
want anybody to have a Suzuki they 
won't be happy with. He won't let you 
buy a 125 for Junior if his feet won't 
even reach the pegs and he wouldn't sell 
you that shiny new  water-cooled 
three-cylinder job if you were mostly 
interested in racing desert or motocross. 

James, Ltd. is a complete Suzuki 
supermarket. They sell everything from 
the new Suzuki to riding gear to the 
trailer to carry it on. And the service 
department does it all from new bike 
set-up to over-bore and porting. 

Watching sales increase at James, Ltd. 
might give some dealers an idea of what 
is happening with motorcycle riders 
today. We aren't a bunch of greasy, 
swaggering, cussin' and spittin' morons 
anymore. Most of us are pretty decent 
folks and we are beginning to expect the 
same marketing techniques from. the 
motorcycle shops that we expect from 
the grocery store and department store. 

Dealers who are watching sales drop 
should stop by and have a look at James 
Limited and talk to Dick Hillman, one 
of the leaders of the clean and quiet 
revolution. And those of you who are as 
tired as I am of being had by 
motorcycle shops should fall by and see 
what real "service with a smile" is all 
about.

region. 

Both Woods and Hinshaw will 
operate out of their home areas, 
devoting major effort to service on the 
road, visiting local motorcycle 
dealerships, clubs, and problem areas. 

Explaining the regional 
managerships, March states, "Woods and 
Hinshaw will be AMA field 
representatives in the-total sense, able to 
answer questions and offer advice on 
any area of the association.

The standards which shall be 
considered in determining whether a 
violation of the provisions of this 
section exists shall include, but not be 
limited to the following: 

(a) The level of the noise; 

b) The intensity of the noise; 

c) Whether the nature of the noise is 
usual or unsual; 

(d) Whether the origin of the noise is

Vesco Brother Wins SR

LUCERNE, CAL., March 5, 1972 — 
Rick Vesco on a Vesco super 360 
Yamaha single (not a road racer) took 
the victory in the latest SRA Hare 
Scrambles this weekend. He was 
followed in quick succession by the 400 
Husky of Alan Knebel and Glen Brown 
on another Yamaha; this one a 250. 

The pits were located a welcome 400 
yards off the paved highway. Lately, it 
seems that many events are staged in 
areas where finisher pins should be given 
just for getting to the pits. SRA 
directors John Taylor and Ron 
Vincellette explained that the course 
would circle the valley, escape into the 
next valley through a canyon and 
re-enter over a low saddle. A quick tour 
around the 21 miles on Saturday 
showed that Sunday’s run should be 
interesting but a bit slower than most 
previous SRA courses. 

SRA followed the lead of the 
O.C.M.C. group and used a banner 
arrangement of bright orange material 
to signal the course instead of the 
smoke bomb in general use. It worked 
really great. The lead riders never lost 
sight of it. Those who lacked quick 
starting scooters or pounds of intestinal 
fortitude (guts, Virginia), and got in the 
middle of the pack, couldn’t have seen 
the orange ribbon if it was tied around 
their neck. Not to say that this was any 
worse than any mass desert start. They 
all are dusty, and this was no exception. 

Because of the mountains around the 
valley and the natural inclination of 
desert-type riders to cut off the corners 
wherever possible, SRA placed a check 
at the spot where the course made a 
hard left and took off down the length 
of the valley. It was a great idea, but the 
dusty conditions after the start found 
many riders ‘unable to see the check as 
they wandered far enough off the main 
course to get out of some of it. Check 


crews reported that all the leaders in ` 


both the Novice and Beginner starts 
made it to the check. It wasn't until the 
pack caught up that they started missing 
it. A quick huddle of race officials came 
up with a solution to throw it out on 
the first loop. 

When the riders came around for the 
second loop, they were spread out 
enough to keep the same problem from 
occurring, but some had found a 
short-cut and decided to have another 
go at it instead of following the well 
marked course to the check. Sorry 
about that! 

As to the rest of the course; it was 
super fast but a bit tricky if you didn't 
watch yourself. About 85% of the 
starters took the checkered flag. Fourth 
overall Jay Settani on a brand new 
Pursang said something to the effect on 
the finish line that he really enjoyed it 
because it was somewhat challenging 
and yet not a bike breaker. 

First 100 went to Maywood M/C’s 
Phil Cowan riding a really fast Honda. 
He beat all the 125’s and 175’s to the 
flag and made the first check on both 
laps to boot. First 125 fell to C.R. 
Miller riding a Penton. Miller took 34th 
overall. The 175 honors went to Tim 
Bridwell. The beginners went off the 
line about seven minutes after the 
Novices and they started to catch up 
almost immediately. The first one, in 
20th position, was 16-year-old Mike 
Byers aboard a 250 Husky. Larry 
Murray came in just seconds back on his 
Yamaha to take the Open honors. 

The first girl to cross the line was 
Ginger Newton aboard a rip-roaring 
70cc Honda with the dubious number 
plate of MM6. I believe that has 
something to do with Mickey Mouse, 
but I won’t tell. 

The races were over and most of the 
riders on their way home before noon. 
It is sort of nice to get things over early 
in the day and have the rest of the time 
to cow trail, drink beer, or engage in 
whatever your thing is.

RIVERSIDE, CAL., March 18-19, 1972 
— The second edition of SRA’s 
Riverside Scrambles Grand Prix got 
underway this weekend and turned out 
to be possibly the best ever for Grand 
Prix events. All the things that make an 
event pleasant for both riders and 
spectators were in ample evidence. 

Showing passes at the gate got us 
directed to the pit area which is where 
A.J. Foyt, Mario Andretti, and old 
Parnelli often hang their hats; good 
company. There was plenty of room 
early Saturday morning so we found a 
grassy spot to put the vehicles and 
wandered around. 

The concessionnaire was already 
awake and pouring coffee to early 
comers and to the group that came in 
on Friday night to camp. The SRA crew 
was busily putting out a big yellow 
Yamaha start/finish banner at the jump 
off pavment. The banner was impressive 
for Saturday’s race. Unfortunately, it 
was stolen by some of the racers 
Saturday night and has not been seen 
since. The same group walked the 
course after dark and generously helped 
themselves to the streamers and signs 
that were out there. They also heaved 
beer cans at the test cars using the track 
at night. Isn’t it just wonderful to have 
this type of people at our races and to 
have them be so well identified as 
motorcycle riders and racers? Why, they 
do more to spread the word to outsiders 
than five years of work by others! Keep 
up the good work folks, and we may be 
granted a chance to race in Death Valley 
someday. 

The riders started pushing their 
scooters to the Champion bridge for the 
Sunday morning practice session. No 
one was allowed across the bridge until 
the course sweeper returned with an all 
clear and away they went. It seemed to 
take five minutes for all bikes to cross 
and shortly after that thc first riders 
came in sight in the opposite direction. 
The course was at least fifty feet wide 
all over and outlined the entire five 
miles with streamers and other objects 
designed to keep you on course. One of 
the ambulances sat up on a hill for two 
days and never moved. 

Many of the dirt riders had learned 
their lesson at the last Grand Prix and 
had geared for those beautiful long 
banked sections, and it showed up in 
the lap times. But SRA had also done 
their homework and broke up the 
longest straight section into some really 
fun esses along the bank that borders 
the asphalt. An earlier planned 
waterhole at his point had to be deleted 
because it did bad things to the number 
plates and the scoring crews were having 
fits. 

On down the high speed section, 
around the big bank and on to the dirt 
for a jog and a jump that favored the 
many photographers present and then 
back on the pavement. Most of the 
spectators gathered around the finish 
line to watch the action. This is the spot 
where the riders came off the pavement 
and climbed a twelve foot bank at about 
a seventy degree angle. The action got 
rather spectacular at times, and it kept 
the SRA on their toes just keeping it 
cleared of bikes. It seems that the sight 
of all those fans does strange things to 
the ego of budding racers and they let it 
all hang out. The results at times were 
slides, hand stands, etc. Some riders 
who were really inexperienced on the 
asphalt couldn’t judge how much time it 
took to stop knobby-tired machines at 
80+ miles per hour. Those went right on 
through the turn. 

The crowd at the finish line agreed 
unanimously that one performance 
stood out in two days of riding in all 14 
classes; this was the spectacular jumping 
of pretty young Nancy Des Rosiers on

Riverside County Sheriff’s deputies 
will stop giving warnings and start 
handing out tickets to motorcyclists 
who ride on private lands in 
unincorporated areas in the western part 
of the county without having the 
landowner’s written permissions, a 
sheriff's official said Wednesday. 

Motorcyclists who don't have the 
written permission with them will be 
cited for violating a county ordinance, 
Lt. Jack Reid said, adding that it will be 
“up to the motorcyclists to prove that 
they have permission.” 

He said the stricter enforcement 
policy will begin immediately and will 
concentrate on weekends, when most of

As he 
crossed the finish line at the top of the 
jump, he let his bike fall to the ground, 
put a big grin on his dirty face, walked 
over to an SRA official, slapped him on 
the back and said, “Man, that was 
groovy!”

the problems occur. 

Lt. Reid said the sheriff’s department 
has begun the stricter enforcement of 
the 13%-month-old ordinance because 
of numerous complaints from people 
who live near western county areas 
popular with off-road motorcyclists. 

Reid said if the first efforts don’t 
curb the problem, the sheriff’s 
department will intensify its efforts. 
“We intend to use whatever means 
necessary” to curb the problem, he said, 
“even if it means putting the deputies 
on motorcycles or the use of 
helicopters” to catch violators. 

Violators of the county ordinance 
are guilty of a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a $500 fine or six months in jail.

As you know, the F-21-M is a 
flat-out racer, not designed for trials 
work.

While the change-over is possible, it 
would have to be pretty extensive to 
make a really decent trials machine. 

In the case of the rotary valve, if 
yours has the steel rotary valve (I don't 
have any information when changes are 

, made) you are out of luck as the part 
number for the F-4 En steel 
rotary valve and the F-21-M (Green 
Streak) are the same (12001-010). 

This also applies to the carburetors. 
They both use a 26mm and I believe the 
engine should be able to handle this 
without any problem. At .least I 
wouldn’t change it until I was sure that 
it wouldn’t work. It might just be a 
difference of changing the idle jet and 
the throttle slide to give you a little 
better response at the low end that is 
needed for trials work. 

While the cylinder and head from 
your machine is the same as the 
Sidewinder, the piston is different and 
you will probably want to change this as 
well to give you a little more bottom 
end. 

When you say “Kawasaki Enduro 
exhaust”, do you mean the pipe from a 
Sidewinder or from one of the new 
enduro-type models (F-5, F-6, F-7, F-8 
etc.)? For trials work, the F-4 exhaust 
system (part No. 18001-050) would 
probably work out just as well as 
anything else and it would be “bolt-on” 
type of equipment. 

As far as the flywheel is concerned, 
you are more or less confined to what 
you have as this is also the same as the 
F-4. While it has the “alternator” type 
of rotor instead of the large flywheel, 
this will probably get you by unless you 
will go to the expense of extensive 
machine work to allow some other type 
of magneto assembly to be mounted 
onto the engine. 

The F-21-M frame was not designed 
for trials work so it will not have the 
ideal handling characteristics that are 
desired in a trials machine. If you have a 
frame shop i in Ohio that is equivalent to 
Buchanan's out here, they can probably 
take care of that for you, but his is no 
job to be tackled by the tyro. If you 
will study the machines of the top trials 
riders, you will see that many of them 
have many personal touches that make 
the machine just the way that particular 
rider likes it. One that is very important 
is the location of the footpegs for the 
best balance factor. This is something 
that will have to be experimented with 
to see where you feel is the right 
position for you. In other words, where 
do you feel you have the greatest 
control over the machine? 

The same goes for the handlebars; 
while both of these will probably have 
little deviation from the usual trials 
positions, an inch or two one way or the 
other can make the difference between 
being able to handle it and not feeling 
confident. 

After you have the machine set up 
the way you like it, there is one more 
factor that is probably the most 
important and I believe any experienced 
trials rider will agree with me on this: 
practice all you can and every chance 
you get. This is one sport where practice 
really counts. Try to get your practice 
on as many different types of terrain as 
possible because you never know that 
they will throw at you in a trials. 

Even if you don't get the machine set

up the way you would like it, I am sure 
you will have a ball anyhow. Many 
people think that trials riding is a snap 
until they try it; they then develop a lot 
of respect for the trials rider. I rode my 
first genuine grown-up official SCTA 
sanctioned trials in 1959 at the Whittier 
Narrows. I had just come to California 
from back east with my Triumph Tiger 
Cub and I had been pretty successful in 
local club trials against Triumph and 
BSA 650’s and Harley Sportsters. They 
had one section that went down a sandy 
hill, into the river, made a turn, came 
back up the bank, went down into a 
ditch where the sand was nothing but 
powder a foot thick, and made a U-turn 
right in the middle of it and you had to 
power out of the ditch as you were 
coming out of the turn. I really felt 
good about that one, I had stayed in the 
boundaries and only lost five points. (I 
might hasten to add that five points was 
the maximum that I could lose no 
matter what. A friend that had 
accompanied me later informed me that 
I had “dabbed”’ a total of 23 times in 
that one section. I had walked my 
machine through). I then sat and 
watched Bill Brokaw clean the same 
section on his Matchless and make it 
look easy. 

This showed me what practice could 
do, but as crude as I was, I really 
enjoyed it and I am sure you will, too.

First off, you haven't been too 
descriptive when you talk about speed 
equipment. Do you mean all-out speed 
or just hop it up for street use? Of 
course, if your idea of speed equipment 
is just a pair of expansion chamber, 
there are quite a few companies that 
will be glad to help you out. I am not 
familia with Wheelsmith, Inc. If 


,checking with the telephone operator 


has produced no results, I might suggest 
checking the classified advertising in 
Cycle News, because everybody that is 
anybody advertises in Cycle News. ( You 
tell ‘em, tiger!...Ed.) 

For straight bolt-on equipment, your 
best bet is your local Yamaha dealer. 
While he may not be able to get you the 
goodies from Yamaha, all the 
independent manufacturers who decide 
to make something for a Yamaha 
somehow wind up with a list of Yamaha 
dealers to send their brochures to. You 
might contact Bob Rustan at Rustan 
Motors in Midway City who would be 
your closest dealer or Orange County 
Cycle in Santa Ana or Award Motors in 
Costa Mesa. There really hasn’t been a 
whole gang of speed equipment 
designed for this model to my 
knowledge, but as I said, you didn’t say 
whether you intend to go into full-bore 
racing or just stoplight racing. 

If you are contemplating road racing 
(unless you made a mistake when you 
put down 350, you have the 
twin-cylinder model and believe me, a 
motocrosser it's not), your local dealer 
might be able to pry a few speed secrets 
out of Yamaha International to pass on 
to you that might help you out. 

Of course, if you just want it to go a 
little faster on the street and are 
contemplating expansion chambers for 
street use, keep in mind the popular 
saying "more sound, less ground". A set 
of noisy pipes could give you less 
ground in the form of a small cubicle at 
the local Bastille. 

You might check out to see if 
Hooker makes a pipe for your model. 
They are right on the ecology scene 
with their built-in noise suppressors that 
not only quiet down the two-strokes, 
but the element is easily changed when 
it gets loaded up with dirt and oil. Not 
only that, but word has it that the 
Hooker pipe is bolt-on horsepower. 
Another fine pipe manufacturer located 
in Orange County is Bassani. 

While there may be a number of 
manufacturers making components for 





your machine, you will have to purchase 
them through a recognized dealer or 


accessory store as most manufacturers ' 


will not sell directly to the public as a 
token of good faith to their dealers.

AMA- POLITICAL FRONTIERS 
: AM GETS UNDERWAY 


February 26 the American 
Motorcycle Association conducted its 
first workshop in a new national 
Political Frontiers program, a service 
intended to develop and improve the 
political consciousness of motorcyclists 
throughout the United States. 

The Detroit workshop, drawing 
motorcyclists from three states, two 
AMA district congressmen, 
representatives from the Detroit Area 
Associated Clubs and the Northwestern 
Ohio Motorcycle Clubs Association, was 
conducted by AMA political consultant 
Bill Low who explored the basics of the 
electoral process. 

Low, himself an avid motorcyclist, is 
one of the nation’s leading political 
strategists, having organized and 
developed the management system for 
the Republican National Committee in 
1969. 

Beginning with an explanation of the 
psychological makeup and motivation 
of the politician, Low offered the 
workshop participants a step-by-step 
explanation of the process by which: 
candidates favorably inclined toward 
motorcycling are identified and then 
supported and assisted in gaining office. 
Key to Low’s presentation, prepared 
with the assistance of AMA Legislative 
Director Chet Winter, was the power of 
the individual in affecting the outcome 
of elections and the relative ease with 
which interested cyclists can become 
involved in local politics. 

About the initial meeting Winter 
states, “I am only more thoroughly 
convinced after the Detroit meeting that 
the Political Frontiers program may be 
the most important project the AMA 
has ever embarked upon. We have begun 
a long, slow process of education that 
can result in national political power 
exercised by motorcyclists on a local 
level.” 

Workshops similar to the Detroit 
meeting will be conducted in Los 
Angeles on April 7, San Francisco on 
April 9, Portland on April 15, 
Pittsburgh on April 22, Hartford on 
April 23, Dallas on April 29, St. Louis 
on May 6, Chicago on May 7, and 
Atlanta on May 13. Information and 
registration material may be obtained 
by contacting Chet Winter, P.O. Box 
141, Westerville, Ohio 43081.
